Had  a  suggestion  of  this  kind  been  made  as 
long  ago  as  the  time  to  wliich  we  now  Umk  for¬ 
ward  to  its  completion,  its  authors  would  have 
been  smiled  at  as  Utopians.  And  that  we  are 
now  enabled  to  ofl’er  it  on  giounds  tliat  we  trust 
will  produce  no  smile  but  the  smile  of  approba¬ 
tion,  is  anoU.er  of  the  evidences  of  the  rapidly 
progressive  march  of  Christian  enterprise,  and  of 
noble  daring  in  the  cause  of  GikI,  which  distin¬ 
guishes  the  day  in  which  we  live. 

Sir,  your  Board  of  Managers  are  ready  to  con¬ 
fess,  that,  with  every  disposition  to  advance  the 
glorious  cause  committed  to  their  charge,  it  is 
but  recently,  (long  enough  ago,  however,  to  have 
given  them  time  for  deep  and  prayerful  consi¬ 
deration.)  it  is  but  recently  they  have  looked  at 
this  measure  as  one  wiiich.  at,tlie  present  junc¬ 
ture,  they  could  with  safety  snbjuit  for  your 
adoption.  But,  sir,  they  now  see  it  to  be  a  step 
which  is  called  for  by  jmblic  opinion,  one,  of  the 
feasibilitv  of  which  much  practical  evidence  has 
already  been  furnished,  and  which,  if  it  can  be 
achieved,  will  be  the  gnindest  memorial  of  ihe 
triumph  of  Christian  faith  and  eft'ort  which  the 
annals  of  the  Cluirch,  in  this  .age  of  exertion,  shall 
record. 

It  is  called  for  by  public  opinion.  M  e  do  not 
mean  that  from  all  parts  of  our  land  a  loud  cry 
has  assailed  us  for  the  adoptiim  of  this  measure. 
W'e  fear  that  the  religious  community  in  some 
parts  are  still  too  little  alive  to  the  interests  of

Then  we  come  to  the  last  particular,  and  con¬ 
taining  that  of  the  most  pre-eminent  importance 
— the  ine.ins  by  w  hich  ^whatever  remains  to  be 
done  is  to  be  effected. 

Now  I  have  not  designed,  in  the  statement  I 
have  given  of  what  has  been  done,  unduly  to  di¬ 
minish  the  extent  of  the  labour  that  is  before  us; 
on  the  <ontrarv,  I  freely  state,  that,  encouraging 
as  past  eft'ort  bas  been,  its  alleged  results  must 
be  received  with  some  allowance. 

Miiny  districts  explored  the  wants  of  their  po¬ 
pulation  several  years  ago,  and  such  is  the  rapid 
increase  of  numbers,  that  if  now  re-explored, 
probably  a  ilestitution  equal,  or  nearly  so,  to  that 
which  has  been  relieveil,  would  be  found.  In 
some,  this  has  already  been  ascertained  to  be  the 
fact,  and  a  second  time  the  benevoh-nt  work  has 
been  repeated.  Ferhajw  in  all  but  those,  the 
most  recently  supplied,  a  new  examination  will 
be  necessary;  and  to  a  considerable  .amount,  in 
every'  place,  no  doubt,  destitution  will  be  found.

In  these  tours  1  succeeiled  in  selling 
more  than  200  Bible^;  about  100  Testaments, 
and  of  the  other  books,  about  300  or  400  vo¬ 
lumes.”  • 

Mr.  P.  found  very  few  families  possessed  of 
the  Scriptures.  “  In  the  first  S(|uare  I  visited,” 
he  says,  “which  was  one  of  th«  most  respecta¬ 
ble  for  the  character  of  its  inliabitants  and  the 
style  of  its  buildings,  I  could  fintl  but  four  per¬ 
sons  who  had  any  portion  of  the  Bible.  Two  of 
these  had  only  the  New  Testament.  In  the 
next  square,  which  was  also  respectable,  there 
were,  w  ith  the  exception  of  foreigners,  but  two 
families  possesseil  of  the  Scriptures.  A  lady  in 
this  square,  a  native  of  the  country,  very  decent 
in  her  appearance,  her  head  silvered  oier  with 
age,  on  being  solicited  to  take  a  Bible  or  a  Tes¬ 
tament,  replied,  that  she  had  been  taught  by  her 
parents  the  rosaria  and  avc  maria;  in  the  faith  of 
these  she  had  lived,  and  in  the  faith  ol  these  she  | 
w  ould  die.” 

In  the  other  parts  of  the  city  visited  by  Mr. 

P.  he  found  the  inhabitants  equally  destitute  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  equally  ignorant  ot  their  con¬ 
tents.  “  Often,  very  often,”  he  says,  “  those  to 
whom  I  offered  a  Bible  or  Testament,  seemed 
not  to  have  the  slightest  idea  of  the  nature  of  the 
b<K>k.  In  some  instances  I  have  gone  around 
entire  squares,  and  called  at  every  house,  and 
liave  not  been  able  to  sell  a  single  book.  In 
some  cases  I  have  sold  one  Testament,  and  in 
some  merely  a  copy  of  *  Little  Henry  and  his 
Bearer,’  or  some  such  publicat'ion.  In  other 
cases  I  met  with  those  w  ho  received  the  hooks 
gladly;  some  would  take  a  copy  of  each  one; 
others  would  select,  but  in  almost  every  case  a 
Bible  or  a  Testament  would  form  a  part  of  the 
selection.  In  one  case  a  young  man  selected 
Palev’s  Evidences,  observing  that  he  had  just 
purclhised  Voltaire  and  Rousseau,  and  he  wished 
to  read  on  both  sides.” 

The  most  encouraging  facts  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Parvin,  relate  to  the  schools.  In  one  case  a 
scliool master  who  had  prev  iously  procured  twenty 
copies  of  Doddridge’s  Rise  and  Progress,  pur¬ 
chased  of  Mr.  P.  two  or  three  Bibles,  several 
additional  copies  of  Doddridge,  and  thirty  vo¬ 
lumes  of  Tracts  as  reading  books  for  his  pupils. 
Another  very  respectable  schoolmaster,  besides 
taking  a  Bible,  purchased  for  his  scholars  a  do'z.en 
copies  of  Little  Henry  and  his  Bearer,  fifteen 
copies  of  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  and  all  the 
copies  which  Mr.  P.  had  of  the  Shepherd  of  Sa¬ 
lisbury  Plain,  requesting  him  at  the  same  time, 
to  inform  him  whenever  any  other  good  books  of 
a  similar  description  should  make  their  appear¬ 
ance. 

All  these  facts  show  that  in  Buenos  Ayres 
tlu*re  is  a  wide  door  open  and  a  wiile  field  spread 
for  judicious  Christian  enterpri'Ee,  and  it  becomes 
the  benevolent  Societies  in  Great  Britain  and  this 
country  to  eater  in  and  occupy  without  delay. 
The  question  is,  Shall  the  volume  of  holy  writ, 
or  the  woiks  of  Voltaire  and  Rousseau,  bo  the 
Bible  of  tliat  country?  Cliristians  in  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  ami  the  L^’nifoil  Plates  must  decide  this 
c^ucstion,  anti  they  must  decide  it  soon.  To  de¬ 
lay,  is  to  abandon  the  country  to  the  infidel.

nOMANISM  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  following  article  of  intelligence,  is  taken  from 
the  Apr.l  number  of  “the  (Roman)  Catholic  Miscel¬ 
lany,”  a  Monthly  Periodical,  published  in  London, 

Foreign  Catholic  jy/ission. — 'Hic  15tli  anti 
I6th  volumes  of  the  .Qnnals  of  the  AsHoiiulion 
for  the  Propagation  oj^he  Faith  have  just  been 
publislieii.  The  fifteenth  is  tlcvotctl  to  accounts 
of  the  missions  to  Ac/i/wA-;;  and  Siam;  wherein 
we  find  that  the  venerable  bishop  of  Bardstown, 
is  still  carry  ing  on  his  labours  with  success, 
llie  sixteenth  vol.  of  the  Annals  treats  t)f  four 
missions,  namely,  to  G//io,  to  Michigan^  the 
Sandwich  Island^,  and  Su-Tchuen.  The  article 
on  the  mission  to  Ohio  is  of  great  length,  and 
contains  several  letters  from  the  bishop  and  the 
missionaries.  Doctor  Fenwick,  the  present  bi¬ 
shop  of  Cincinnati,  who  belongs  to  the  order  of 
St.  Dominick,  was  the  first  missionary  to  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  then  to  Ohio.  On  his  arrival  in  Ohio, 
about  ten  years  since,  there  was  but  a  small 
chapel,  twcnty-tw'O  feet  by  eighteen,  which  had 
been  commenced  by  some  good,  but  very  poor 
Germans,  who  were  not  able  to  complete  it. 
Dr.  Fenwick  having  been  consecrated  bishop, 
was  obliged  to  remove  to  Cincinnati,  where  there 
was  neither  church  nor  house  for  the  missionary, 
and  leave  his  own  chapel  with  its  contiguous 
farm.  Tlie  congregation  consisted  of  three  or 
four  Irish  families,  and  six  or  seven  Germans. 
In  1822,  the  first  year  that  Dr.  Fenwick  was 
there,  only  five  persons  communicated  at  Eas¬ 
ter;  in  1827,  there  were  upwards  of  tlirae  hun¬ 
dred. — Up  to  this  period,  the  bishop  had  but 
one  priest  to  assist  him  in  visiting  and  comfort¬ 
ing  the  Catholics  who  lived  in  this  vast  district; 
at  this  moment  fliere  are  not  less  than  nine  mis¬ 
sionaries,  without  counting  those  in  Michigan. 
All  these  missionaries  are  very  poor,  as  is  also 
the  bishop.  Their  only  funds  arc  deriued  from 
the  contributions  of  churituhle  persons  in  Europe. 
Dr.  Fenwick  did  not  receive  as  much  from  his 
chapel  as  would  pay  for  the  support  of  his  horse, 
or  the  postage  of  his  letters.  In  spite  of  all  these 
tiiscouraging  symptoms,  the  bishop  was  deter¬ 
mined  to  build  a  cathedral,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  association.  'Phe  bishop  consecrated  this 
church  the  17th  of  December,  1826;  it  is  ninety 
feet  long,  by  forty -five  wide:  it  is  of  brick,  and 
is  remarkable  for  its  proportions,  and  the  gothic 
character  of  its  windows;  the  interior  is  very 
simple;  but  the  altar,  the  pulpit,  and  the  bishop’s 
throne,  are  elegantly  ornamented.  The  conver¬ 
sions  to  the  Catholic  faith  are  numerous  in  this 
congregation,  as  ivell  as  in  other  parts  of  the  dio¬ 
cese  :  they  ivQidd  be  still  greater,  if  there  were 
more  missioiiaricsd* 

If  the  above  intelligence  should  be  read  with 
surprise,  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  not  be  without 
its  use  and  benefit.  M'hat  a  lesson  does  it  in¬ 
culcate  upon  the  members  of  our  church.  In  re¬ 
ference  to  the  great  duty  of  supplying  the  spi¬ 
ritual  wants  of  our  western  country — and  what 
an  encouragement  does  it  aff’ord  to  all  well 
planned  efforts  in  that  behalf!  If  the  funds  by

MISSIONS. 


Madagascar. — All  the  attempts  made  to  con- 


were  the  haunt  of  tigers,  and  the  whole  country 
soon  assumed  »  different  aspect  under  their 
hands.  So  early  as  1813,  forty-four  Chriatian 
families  dwelt  there  together  in  neat  habitations, 
and  in  1827  the  place  had 'five  humired  and 
eighteen  inhabitants.  At  another  mission  to 
which,  in  honour  of  Lord  Caledon,  his  name  w  as 
given,  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  east¬ 
ward  from  Cape  Town,  six  hundred  Hottentots 
were  settled  in  1816.  Though  circumstances 
caused  therelii^uishinentof  this  station  in  1822 
it  w'as  re-estahfished  in  1827,  with  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  the  government. 

The  United  Brethren  have  also  settlements 
at  Ilemei  in  Aarde,  near  Caledon,  at  Elim,  near 
Cape  Aiguillas,  .and  at  Enon,  on  the  M'ittc  Ri¬ 
ver,  near  Algoa  Bay. 

The  London  Missionary  Society  also  has  es¬ 
tablishments  at  Bethelsdorp,  founded  in  1802, 
about  four  hundred  and  fifty  miles  eastward  of 
Capo.  Town,  near  Algoa  Bay,  where  twelve  hun- 
dreil  Hottentots  are  engageil  in  agriculture, 
rearing  cattle,  and  various  trades:  at  'rheopoiis.

Prospects  more  pleasing  to  the  benevolent 
mind  have  since  opened  in  this  island.  In  1821 
a  treaty  was  concluded  between  the  British  go 
vernor  of  the  Isle  of  France,  and  Radama,  King 
of  Madgascar,  f»)r  the  extinction  of  the  slave- 
trade  among  his  subjects.  Acconling  to  a  sti¬ 
pulation  of  this  treaty  ten  Madagascar  youths 
were  sent  to  the  Mauritius  and  ten  to  England, 
to  be  instructed  in  useful  arts  with  a  view  to 
promote  civilization  in  their  own  country.  Mis¬ 
sionaries  had  previously  been  received  at  Ta- 
nanarivoo,  the  capital  of  King  Radama,  who 
had  even  placed  under  their  care  for  education 
sixteen  native  children,  three  of  whom  were 
sons  of  his  own  sister,  one  of  them  heir-apparent 
to  the  crown,  and  the  rest  of  the  children  of  dif¬ 
ferent  nobles.  Other  schools  were  cstablislied, 
and  the  niissiunarics  applied  themselves  assidu¬ 
ously  to  the  study  of  the  language  of  the  island. 
Missionary  artisans  were  sent  out,  preparations 
were  made  for  the  erection  of  cotton  and  silk- 
works,  and  it  was  even  in  contemplafion  to  in¬ 
troduce  the  inuibcrry-tree  into  Madagascar. 

Still  more  recent  accounts  assure  usthat  preju¬ 
dice  is  gradually  giving  way  among  the  natives, 
and  to  this  end  the  example  ami  decisive  mea¬ 
sures  of  Ki..g  Radama  powerfully  conduce.  He 
h.'is  abolished  infanticide  and  some  other  inhu¬ 
man  and  superstitious  customs,  and  enacted 
laws  tending  to  the  encouragement  of  industry 
and  civilization.  By  a  late  treaty  with  the  chiefs 
of  an  extensive  portion  of  the  island,  inhabited 
by  people  called  Siicalaves,  he  is  become  the 
ruler  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  Madagascar:  and, 
considering  the  enlightened  and  liberal  charac¬ 
ter  of  tliis  sovereign,  that  event  cannot  but  be 
regarded  as  auspicious  to  the  extension  both  of 
Christianity  and  civilization.

nicate  to  others  the  useful  knowledge  which 
they  have  here  aetjuired. 

'The  number  of  native  children  of  both  sexes 
under  instruction  in  the  twenty  nine  schools  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  missionaries  in  the  environs  of 
the  capital,  exceeds  two  thousand;  and  some 
t»f  those  educated  at  the  centra!  school  or  Royal 
College,  at  'Pananarivoo,  are  at  present  usefully 
engaged  .ns  superintendents  of  schools  in  the 
country.  In  that  institution  there  are  now  about 
one  hundred  and  sixty  boys.  A  translation  of 
the  New  'Testament  into  their  language  has 
been  completeil;  the  missionaries  are  proceed¬ 
ing  with  the  books  of  the  Old  Testament:  and  a  j 
printing-pres-s  with  the  requisite  appendages,  1 
has  been  sent  out  to  tliis  station. — F.  S/ioberl.  |

In  Albany,  a  district  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
Colony,  the  Wesleyan  Missionary  Society  has 
its  chief  station  at  Graham’s  'Town,  with  subor¬ 
dinate  stations  at  Salem  ami  several  ether  places. 

M’ith  pious  ardour  ami  self-denial  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  have  advanced  beyond  the  Orange 
River  into  the  very  heart  of  the  Griqua  country, 
llieir  missions  extend  to  the  town  of  Griqua 
itself,  and  into  the  territory  of  the  Bootsuannas, 
who  sur|iass  the  other  tribes  in  knowledge,  ami 
even  understand  the  art  of  working  copper  and 
iron.  At  Lattukoo,  the  capital  of  the  latter, 
situated  on  the  river  of  the  same  name,  at  the 
distance  of  six  hundred  and  thirty  miles  from 
the  Cape,  King  Mateebe,  on  his  return  from  a 
jackal  hunt,  granted  them  permission  to  teach 
among  his  people.  “  Send  your  priests,”  sahl 
he,  “  I  will  be  a  father  to  them.”  'The  townut 
Lattakoo,  which  is  neatly  built,  contains  about 
fifteen  hundred  houses  and  eight  thousand  in¬ 
habitants.  'The  people  manifest  a  certain  de¬ 
gree  of  civilization  and  considerable  mechani¬ 
cal  industry.  Twenty  other  great  tribes,  still 
farther  northward  in  the  interior  of  Africa,  all 
speak  the  language  of  thee  Bootsuannas,  aud 
are  said  to  be  more  polished  than  the  inliabitants 
of  Lattakoo. 

'The  Wesleyan  and  the  London  Missionary 
Societies  have  stations  in  the  Caff're  country"; 

'  the  introd action  of  Christianity  seems  to  be  en¬ 
couraged  by  some  of  the  most  powerful  of  the 
chiefs;  and  hopes  are  entertained  that,  from  the 
prudent  measures  of  the  local  Government  of 
the  Cape  on  the  one  hand,  and  on  the  other  the 
confidence  with  which  the  natives  have  been  in¬ 
spired  by  their  intercourse  with  the  missiona¬ 
ries,  the  wars  which  till  recently  were  con¬ 
stantly  occurring  on  the  borders  will  give  place 
to  a  Atate  of  settled  peace. 

In  the  Bootsuanna  country  the  operations  of 
the  missionaries  scut  out  by  the  London  aud 
M’esleyan  Societies  have  been  lately  susneud- 
ed,  iuconsequenceof  the  (foiuenlionsof  different 
tribes,  but  the  labourers  have  since  returned  to 
their  posts.

tions  for  preventing  discord,  the  spirit  of  Iier  institu- 
lions  had  more  effectually  controlled  the  conduct  of 
her  members  and  riricii«is. 

One  valuable  result  of  collision,  however,  this,  that 
actual  differences  are  generally  found  to  have  been  inu- 
titally  exaggerated:  and  except  in  a  few  ultra  cases  on 
both  hands,  it  is  accordingly  much  more  gcnemlly  admit- 
ren,  anil  the  M’^esleyan  Methodists,  entered  j  since,  that  the  evangelical  clergy  arc 


with  laud.iblc  emulation  upon  their  labours  in 
the  sacred  cause. 

'The  nearest  neighbours  to  Caye  Town  are  j 
the  Hottentots,  a  poor  slotiiful  tribe,  jiosscssing 
few  ideas,  who  dwell  in  scattered  kraals  or  vil¬ 
lages,  rear  cattle  anti  sheep,  pay  scarcely  any 
attention  to  agriculture,  and  have  acquired  but 
little  taste  for  civiliz.ition  from  their  proximity 
for  twt)  centuries  past  to  Europeans.  The  peo¬ 


ple  of  rnore  remote  regions  lead  a  w.andering !  to  hope  for  tlicir  sudden  di 
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sounder  churchmen,  and  less  irregular  i(j  all  minor  nwl- 
ters,  than  hasbeen  represented;  and  also,  that  essentially 
sound  doctrine  and  influential  and  saving  ministraiious 
arc  becoming  much  more  common  among  high  church 
men.  But  notwithstanding  this  rounding  off  and  weal  ¬ 
ing  away  of  the  extreme  points  of  controversy,  ami  IIk- 
consequent  narrowing  of  the  limits  between  which  it 
lies,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  very  considerable  points 
of  difference  remain  still  wnadjusted,  and  it  wore  idle 


life,  as  they  have  done  for  thousands  of  vears. 

So  early  as  1736,  the  Morav’wtn  Brethren,  in 
their  zeal  for  the  conversion  of  the  natives,  had 
begun  to  collect  a  little  congregation  of  Chris¬ 
tian  Hottentots  at  Gnadenthal.  George  Schmidt, 
a  pious  German,  was  their  first  apostle.  Gna¬ 
denthal  is  situated  in  a  narrow  fertile  valley, 
about  135  miles  east  b^  north  from  Cape  'Town. 
The  Dutch  East  India  Company,  however,  in 
their  mercantile  policy,  disapproved  the  undcr- 
and  even  deeeined  it  dangerous  to  the 
interests  of  the  colony.  'They  accordingly 
prohibited  the  propagation  of  Christianity, 
and  prevented  it  till  the  year  1792.  Not 
till  then  did  they  yield  to  the  repeated  soli¬ 
citations  of  the  Brethren,  and  grant  them 
permission  to  send  over  missionaries  again. 
George  Schmidt  had  taught  a  few  Hotten¬ 
tots  to  read,  and  left  them  a  Dutch  Bible;  and 
this  little  had  been  sufficient  to  keep  the 
spark  of  Christianity  alive  among  them.  'The 
congregation  has  since  increased  from  year  to 
year,  and  six  missionaries  soon  found  abundan.t 
employment.  In  1816  there  were  at  Gnaden- 


sappcanince. 

We  are,  then,  a  divided  churcli,  and  destined  during 
this  generthion,  at  least,  to  remain  so.  Time  has  been, 
when  fears  have  agitated  the  hearts  of  the  best  friends 
of  our  Zion,  lest  it  should  be  rendered  asunder  into 
two  entirely  distinct  bodies;  but  all  thouglit  or  fear  of 
this  has  long  since  been  ibsmisscd.  For  if  wc  arc 
not,  as  we  trust  wc  are,  by  approaching  respectively 
nearer  and  nearer  the  fountain  of  tnith  and  love,  gn»- 
du.ally  coming  nearer  to  each  other,  yet  surely  wc  an- 
coming  to  understand  more  and  more  the  correct  priii 
ciplesof  mutual  toleration  and  forbearance. 

Witliout  distinct  apprehension  and  avowal  of  these 
principles  it  is  in  truth  altogether  impossible  to  get  on 
By  their  means  we  can  move  forwaixl  as  one  body, 
and  tliat  too  a  strong  and  vigorous  body;  whilst  with¬ 
out  them,  union,  strength,  efficiency,  must  be  scatter¬ 
ed  to  the  winds. 

>V'e  McsT  go  on  together.  Nothing  under  heaven 
need  prevent  it  but  tl>c  violence  of  assumed  authority 
and  presumptuous  force  on  the  one  hand,  or  the  fierce¬ 
ness  and  rancour  of  undue  rcslsl.'incc  on  the  other.

'This  is  Gronekloof 
t Greendale.)  Here  resided  from  sixty  to  seventy 
Hottentots  in  twelve  huts.  'The  missionaries

At  the  age  of  nineteen,  she  married  a  gentleman  of 
fortune,  who  was  extensively  engaged  in  tlie  cotton 
trade — :i  man  of  high  honour  and  integrity,  who,  amidst 
all  his  engagements,  always  found  time  to  attend  to 
tlie  sacred  claims  of  home.  But  though  placed  as  iii 
an  elysium  of  bliss,  she  was,  if  ever  tliat  appelKation 
•were  justly  given  to  woman,  the  child  of  sorrow.  A  few 
days  alter  she  had  given  birth  to  her  first  child,  her  mo¬ 
ther  was  taken  dangerously  ill,  and  before  she  could  be 
permitted  to  leave  lier  room  to  go  to  see  her,  she  ex¬ 
pired.  This  affliction,  by  falling  on  her  spirits  before 
they  had  regained  their  usual  elasticity  and  strength, 
brouglit  on  a  nervous  irritation  and  depression,  which 
cut  her  oft'  from  all  intercourse  w’ith  social  life  for 
neaily  twelve  months,  rendering  her,  at  the  same  time. 
Incapable  of  attending  to  the  duties  of  her  family. 

Soon  after  she  had  recovered  from  the  shock  which 
this  afflictive  dispensation  had  given  her,  she  became 
the  mother  of  two  daughters,  twins;  which  circum¬ 
stance  was  so  gnitifying  to  her  feelings,  that  she  lost 
the  impressions  the  decease  of  her  parent  had  pro¬ 
duced,  amid  the  stronger  excitements  of  mateimal 
fondness.  But  now  another  trial  befell  her.  Her  father, 
who  had  long  enjoyed  perfect  health,  and  an  excellent 
flow  of  spirits,  fell  from  his  horse;  and  though  he  sus¬ 
tained  no  immediate  injury,  yet  in  a  few  weeks  after- 
w'ards  he  began  to  decline.  On  calling  in  an  eminent 
surgeon,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  spinal  marrow  was 
injured;  his  case  was  soon  pronounced  hopeless,  and 
•within  three  months  he  was  buried  in  the  same  tomb 
with  his  departed  wife.  This  opened  the  wound  which 
had  just  been  closed,  and  it  bled  afresh;  but  it  was 
not  productive  of  those  depressing  effects  which  fol¬ 
lowed  the  sudden  death  of  her  mother. 

Her  life  seemed  now  to  glide  on,  like  the  gently 
flowing  stream  that  meanders  through  the  noiseless 
vale,  free  from  the  breaks  and  obstructions  of  for¬ 
mer  years;  yet,  like  the  mariner  who  is  sailing  to  a 
distant  port,  she  was  less  charmed  by  the  visible 
scenes  around  i.er,  than  with  the  remote  objects  of 
futurity  on  which  her  fancy  was  permitted  to  throw 
its  deceitful  colourings.  Ilence,  while  caressing  her 
little  children, — her  heart  beating  in  unison  with  the 
sentinients  of  her  utterance,  she  looked  forward  to 
their  entrance  on  the  stage  of  public  life  with  the  most 
enthusiastic  expectations;  presuming,  that  when  they 
had  established  their  domestic  settlement,  she  should, 
in  the  prattle  of  grandchildren,  repossess  the  maternal 
feeling,  without  the  re-action  of  toil  and  anxiety  to 
repress  its  ardour,  or  pain  its  sensibilities.  But  while 
gazing  on  the  beauteous  prospect  which  slie  had 
sketched  on  the  horizon  of  futurity,  and  anticipating, 
in  ecstacles  of  delight,  the  period  when  the  splendid 
visions  of  the  imagination  sliould  be  turned  into  visi- 
ble  and  tangible  realities,  a  desolating  storm  arose  upon 
her,  and  in  a  moment  beat  down  and  destroyed  the  idol 
of  her  attachment.  Her  lovely  boy,  attended  by  the  nur¬ 
sery  maid,  took  a  walk  cnc  evening  with  his  sisters, 
and  when  playing  beside  the  canal,  he  fell  in,  and  be¬ 
fore  a.ssistance  could  be  procured,  life  was  gone.  This 
ovenvhclming  calamity  was  the  forerunner  of  others 
equally  dl.sastrous;  and  which,  in  the  sequel,  drov^  her 
out  of  the  Eden  of  her  bliss,  and  forced  her  to  take  re¬ 
fuge  in  a  foreign  land,  to  escape  from  the  stormy  w  ind 
and  tempest.  Her  husband  had  been  induced  to  specu- 
hte  to  a  very  considerable  extent  in  the  purchase  of 
cotton,  when,  contrary  to  general  e.xpectation,  the 
markets  took  a  sudden  turn,  and,  as  he  could  not  meet 
his  engagements,  he  was  obliged  to  suspend  his  pay¬ 
ments,  and  eventually  was  g^izetted.  She  bore  the 
intelligence  with  more  firmness  than  was  expected; 
and  when  she  saw  him  absorbed  in  grief,  she  said, 

Don’t  give  way  to  useless  melancholy;  we  sliall  have 
enough  left  from  the  wreck  of  our  fortune  to  keep  us 
and  our  twfi  babes  from  the  miseries  of  want:  and  as 
our  mutual  love  has  not  been  injured  amidst  the  perils 
of  prosperity,  we  shall  live  to  prove  that  its  ardour 
will  not  be  diminished  when  adversity  sets  in  upon 
us.” 

But  though  there  was  a  buoyancy  in  her  mind 
which  raised  her  above  the  contending  elements  of 
trouble,  yet  she  could  not  uphold  her  husband,  who 
^dually  sunk,  till  at  length  his  reason  left  him,  and 
he  became  frantic  in  the  madness  of  despair.  At  first, 
she  had  keepers  to  watch  him  in  his  own  house,  and 
fome  hopes  were  entertained  of  his  recovery:  but  in 
the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  place  him  in  a  private  asylum,  where,  in  an  un¬ 
guarded  moment,  he  thrust  a  knife  into  his  heart,  and 
instantaneously  expired.  As  soon  as  the  news  of  his 


deaUi  reached  her,  she  hastened  to  pay  the  last  tribute 
of  conjugal  love  to  his  cold  remains;  and  when  urged 
not  to  see  him,  slie  replied,  willi  a  tenderness  of  ex¬ 
pression  that  made  the  spectators  weep,  **1  love  my 
husband;  and  though  death  has  Uken  him  from  me, 
yet  precious  is  his  body  in  my  sight.” 

Her  sufferings  awakened  general  sympathy,  and 
many  came  to  condole  with  her;  but  the  most  gratify¬ 
ing  consolation  was  administered  by  the  following  let¬ 
ter,  which  she  received  from  the  assignees  of  the 
bankruptcy.

undiminished  regard  in  which  they  still  hold  his  un¬ 
blemished  reputation,  that  all  the  furniture,  plate,  tec. 
belonging  to  your  private  establishment,  wtith  the  en¬ 
closed  draft,  is  at  your  service;  and  that  you  may  con¬ 
tinue  to  reside  there,  free  of  expense,  as  long  as  you 
may  deem  it  expedient.

She  wept  when  she  read  tbi^etter;  yet,  instead  of 
accepting  the  offer  to  reside  in  the  house,  she  deter¬ 
mined  on  immediately  quitting  the  place  were  she  had 
experienced  the  extremes  of  prosperity  and  adversiW, 
and  retire  to  some  obscure  retreat  in  France,  where 
she  hoped,  in  attending  to  the  education  of  her  daugh 
ters, — she  might  live  a  useful,  if  not  a  Happy  life* 

Having  made  every  necessary  preparijion,  she  to6k

ing,  like  Naomi,  that  in  the  land  of  strangers  she  should 
enjoy  rest  from  the  days  of  adversity.  She  had  one 
pious  friend,  who  had  often  pointed  her  to  the  only 
source  from  whence  mourners  could  derive  consola¬ 
tion  in  the  season  of  trouble;  and  who,  when  taking 
leave  of  her,  presented  her  with  a  copy  of  Cecil’s 
works,  remarking,  at  the  same  time,  that  she  could 
not  but  indulge  the  hope,  that  Providence  hail  some 
grs^ious  purpose  in  view,  which,  when  accomplished, 
would  explain  the  reason  why  he  had  suffered  all  these 
afflictions  to  befal  her.

‘‘Affliction  may  break  down  the  spirit,  and  yet  not  | 
produce  what  the  Scripture  calls  a  broken  heart. '  It  is 
only,  then,  when  God  sanctifies  affliction,  that  it  be¬ 
comes  a  teacher  of  his  word;  and,  that  it  does  then,  is 
asserted  in  llie  following  verse — It  is  good for  me  that  I 
have  been  affllicted — if  it  were  only  for  this,  that  I  have 
been  taught  thy  word.” 

This  was  a  new  style  of  reading  to  her,  and  she 
thought  its  language  quaint  and  obsolete;  yet  there 
was  an  inexplicable  something  in  the  observations 
which  seized  her  attention,  and  she  read  on. 

“Affliction  often  brought  David  on  his  knees;  and, 
after  this,  he  stands  forth  as  a  witness,  that  seeking 
God  in  affliction  is  the  first  step  towards  deliverance. 

‘  This  poor  man,’  he  says,  ‘  cried,  and  the  Ijord  heard 
him,  and  delivered  him  out  of  all  his  troubles.’  ” 

“And  have  I  not  often  prayed.?”  she  said  to  herself, 
and  yet  1  have  not  been  delivered  from  my  troubles. 
Why.?  Is  it  because  I  have  gpven  way  to  a  repining 
spirit?  Perhaps  it  is.  I  will  then  cea.se  my  murmurs; 
but  I  cannot  dry  up  my  tears  of  sorrow;  no,  impossible! 

I  shall  weep  over  the  sad  fate  of  my  beloved  Henr}’, 
till  the  fountain  of  my  tears  is  dried  up.” 

She  closed  the  book,  and  gazed  for  some  minutes  on 
her  children,  who  were  sporting  on  the  lawn;  but  her 
restless  curiosity  compelled  her  to  resume  her  reading. 

“  Am  I  addressing  any  who  are  now  in  trouble.?  Let 
me  ask  you  whither  you  are  going  for  relief  in  your 
trouble  ?  It  is  a  critical  time  with  you — a  time  of  spe¬ 
cial  teaching;  and  what  have  you  learned  under  your  af¬ 
fliction?  Have  you  spoken  to  God,  as  the  author  of

to  the  Saviour?  He  knew  of  no  deliverer,  nor  corn- 
former;  but  Christ;  he  carried,  therefore,  his  trouble 
to  him,  and  found  his  grace  sufficient  under  that  trou¬ 
ble.  Bring  the  matter  home:  do  you,  then,  honour 
Christ,  by  praying  to  him  to  sanctify  your  affliction, 
that  it  m.ay  become  a  teacher  of  the  word !  Do  you  go 
for  comfort  to  the  Bible?” 

‘‘No!”  she  exclaimed,  “I  have  never  done  this;  1 
liave  never  read  my  Bible  for  consolation  under  my 
afflictions,  because  I  was  not  aw.ve  that  it  was  calcu¬ 
lated  to  afford  me  any;  nor  have  I  ever  prayed  that 
my  affliction  may  be  sanctified:  indeed,  1  do  not  un¬ 
derstand  what  the  author  means  by  this  obsolete 
term.” 

'I'he  light  which  broke  in  upon  her  mind  from  these 
passages  was  enough  to  make  the  darkness  visible,  but 
not  enough  to  guide  her  in  the  w.iy  of  peace.  She 
began  \o  feel  that  there  was  a  something  in  religion  of 
which  she  was^yet  ignorant;  and  this  made  her  resolve 
to  find  it  out,  if  possible, — indulging,  at  the  same  time 
a  liopc  that,  when  discovered,  it  would  promote  her 
happiness;  but  how  to  begin,  or  how  to  pursue  the 
inquiry,  w.as  the  question  which  perplexed  her.

While  asleep,  she  dreamt  that  she  was  in  a  chapel, 
where  she  saw  a  venerable  minister  ascend  the  pulpit, 
and  heard  him  announce  his  text— “Search  the  Scrip¬ 
tures;  for  in  them  ye  think  ye  h.ave  eternal  life;  aiid 
they  are  they  which  testify  of  me.” 

When  she  awoke  in  the  morning,  she  remembered 
her  dream;  and  thought  it  singular.  The  worcb  of  in¬ 
spiration  still  sounded  in  her  ear.  “I  will  search  them; 
and,  peradventure,  they  may  leail  me  to  Uie  source  of 
true  consolation.”  She  opened  the  cacred  volume.

my  pleasant  things,  has  driven  me  to  seek  refuge  in 
Him,  as  a  hiding  place  ft'om  the  wind,  and  a  covert 
from  the  tempest.  1  can  now  say  with  the  inspired 
Psalmist,  ‘  It  is  good  for  me  that  1  have  been  afflicted: 
that  I  might  learn  thy  statutes.’  Yes;  when  I  was  in 
prosperity,  my  heart  was  lifted  up  with  pride  and  vani¬ 
ty,  and  yet  I  knew  it  not;  my  affections  were  placed 
on  fading  objects,  while  God,  my  Maker,  was  forgot¬ 
ten;  and  1  was  anticipating  a  state  of  permanent  felici¬ 
ty  in  a  world  which  abounds  with  misery  and  crime. 

I  frequented  the  temple  of  mercy,  but  not  to  pray;  was 
devout,  but  not  spiritual;  talked  of  heaven  as  the  abode 
of  the  blessed,  yet  clung  to  earth;  and  had  it  not  been 
for  the  chastisements  of  the  Lord,  I  had  still  been  liv-  j 
ing  under  the  fatal  influence  of  that  delusion  which  ’ 
had  fallen  upon  me.  What  a  mercy! — the  scene  was 
reversed,  and  the  illusion  vanished.  The  storm  came, 
which  wrecked  my  family  and  my  fortune;  but  it  threw 
me  on  the  Rock,  and  tlien  1  saw  its  desolations  without 
a  sigli,  while  gazing  on  the  cloudless  vision  of  immor¬ 
tality,  which  now  opened  upon  me.  Yes;  the  gracious 
purpose,  to  which  you  made  a  mysterious  allusion  when 
we  parted,  is  now  accomplished;  and  I  am  more  happy 
in  my  adversity,  than  W'hen  treading  on  the  high,  yet 
slippery  places  of  prosperity.  Though  still  attached 
to  life,  yet  my  affections  are  above;  anxious  still  to 
live,  for  the  sake  of  my  dear  children,  yet  the  antici¬ 
pation  of  death  awakens  no  feeling  of  terror;  and,  in 
my  calm  retreat,  I  can  stand  and  sing, 

‘Delusive  world,  farewell! 

By  sin  and  grief  distrest. 

On  one  delightful  thought  I  dwell, — 

That  thou  art  not  my  rest! 

Once  thou  wert  all  1  sought

Brethren, — The  object  of  the  present  com¬ 
munication  is  one  of  commanding  interest  to 
every  Christian  heart. 

Ill  the  course  of  events  that  have  marked  the 
age  in  which  we  live,  few  of  a  more  striking 
character  have  occurred  than  the  measure 
adopted  at  the  late  anniversary  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  and  to  which  we  now  affection¬ 
ately  and  earnestly  invite  your  attention. 

Its  resolution,  in  dependence  upon  Divine 
aid  to  supply  all  the  destitute  families  of  these 
United  States  with  the  sacred  Scriptures  within 
two  years,  provided  its  Board  of  Managers  are 
furnished  in  season  with  the  requisite  means  fur 
that  purpose,  is  one  of  those  bold,  but  not  pre¬ 
sumptuous  measures,  to  which,  in  quick  suc¬ 
cession,  the  Most  High  is  prompting  his  ser¬ 
vants,  as  harbingers,  we  believe,  of  the  latter 
day  glory  of  the  church. 

If  the  kingdom  of  Christ  is  to  be  coextensive 
with  the  limits  of  tliat  world  which  he  came  to 
redeem,  and  of  this  the  sure  word  of  prophecy 
forbids  the  smallest  doubt,  it  is  by  human  ef¬ 
forts,  inspired  by  God’s  Spirit,  and  blessed  by 
his  providence,  this  consummation  of  the  Divine 
purpose  is  to  be  realized.  Among  the  many 
co-ordinate  means,  all  happily  conspiring  to 
hasten  on  the  glorious  end,  no  one  commends 
itself  more  obviously  to  the  intelligent  and 
pious,  than  the  universal  difliisiun  of  the  un¬ 
adulterated  word  of  God. 

It  is  plain  that,  if  every  dwelling  in  our  land 
now  destitute  of  the  Word  of  Life,  whose  doors 
shall  be  opened  to  its  admission,  is  to  receive  this 
invaluable  blessing  within  the  next  two  years, 
no  time  is  to  be  lust. 

The  ministers  of  God,  and  Christians  of  every 
age,  and  sex,  and  rank  in  life,  must  feel  them¬ 
selves  individually  called  upon  to  assume 
at  once  a  cheerful  and  efficient  agency  in  the 
achievement  of  so  grand  an  object. 

To  awaken  interest,  and  excite  a  noble  emu¬ 
lation  in  the  hearts  of  all,  we  recommend  that 
public  meetings  be  immediately  called.  Let  the 
tale  of  destitution  be  there  told,  and  the  claims 
of  perishing  thousands  of  our  brethren  be  pre¬ 
sented,  Tn  all  their  thrilling  import,  to  the  re¬ 
gards  and  sympathies  of  the  friends  of  Jesus. 
Let  immediate  measures  be  put  in  operation  to 
ascertain  the  wants  of  each  vicinity,  and  simul¬ 
taneous  pecuniary  contributions  be  made  for 
their  relief. 

Where  Bible  Societies  are  in  active  opera¬ 
tion,  order,  and  arrangement,  and  effect  will  be 
best  insured  to  these,  and  other  measures,  by 
the  prompt  and  energetic  engagement  of  those 
insdutions  in  their  commencement' and  prose¬ 
cution. 

Where;  Bible  Societies  have,  from  various 
causes,  declined  in  activity  and  zeal,  now  is 
the  most  opportune  season  which  the  providence 
of  God  has  ever  presented  for  their  revival.  Let 
them  awaken  from  their  lethargy,  and  if  their 
state  be  found  such  as  not  to  give  a  hope  of  call¬ 
ing  forth  the  strength  of  the  community  under 
existing  arrangements,  let  a  re  organization  take 


and  more  favoured  settlements  for  this  blessing. 
Tlieir  appeal  presents  itself  with  irresistible 
force  to  every  feeling  mind,  and  its  urgency 
demands  that  there  be  no  delay  in  answering  it 
with  a  corresponding  liberality. 

In  view  of  this  loud  and  impressive  call,  let 
our  auxiliaries  imitate  that  benevolence  whicli 
one  county  Society*  has  already  evinced  in  the 
pledge  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  several 
others  in  the  vote  of  voluntary  and  highly  re¬ 
spectable  contributions  to  the  funds  of  this  in¬ 
stitution  for  that  generous  purpose;  and  we  shall 
then  entertain  no  doubt  of  its  resolution  being 
carried  into  full  effect. 

But  while  we  look  mainly  to  our  numerous 
auxiliaries  as  agents  in  calling  forth  a  powerful 
public  feeling  in  its  favour,  and  in  giving  it  a 
salutary  direction,  we  would  not  omit  to  invite 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  particular  classes  of 
Christians.
